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Plan Huge Israel Bond Drive In U.S. Soon 





Histadrut Moves to Fight Foes | 
Of Wage Cuts; First Strikes Start 


TEL AVIV, Israel—Between 


2,000 and 4,000 workers in Tel 


Aviv and Jaffa struck last week in protest against the first wage 
cuts imposed by the socialist-controlled Government of Israel in a 
drastic bid to stabilize the inflation-ridden Israeli economy. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency, reporting the protest strikes, 


@id not indicate whether the 
strikes were continuing but the 
executive of the Histadrut, the 
powerful general confederation of 
Jabor unions in Israel, moved 
swiftly to stop such walkouts. 

The cuts were reductions in 
cost-of-living allowances paid to 
gll workers here as a supplement 
to their basic pay. A cut averag- 
ing $6 a month went into effect 
last week in accordance with an 
agreement between the Histadrut 
and the Government pegging the 
cost-of-living allowance to the of- 
ficial price index. 

The JTA reported that the 
agreement was bitterly opposed 
by the Mapam, the second largest 
party in Israel. The Mapam, 
which is more to the left than the 
Mapai, is in the opposition to the 
Mapaicontrolled Israeli coalition 
Government. The two parties con- 
trol the Histadrut politically. 

The JTA said the plants where - 
the workers struck, employing 
50,000, were not affected. The JTA 
said the strike was in force only 
in plants where the Mapam and 
the Communists hold a majority 
in the plant workers’ committees. 
The strikers included dock work- 
ers in the Tel Aviv and Jaffa 
ports, as well as some Arab 
workers. 

The Histadrut executive issued 
a warning thtat the strikes were 
aimed at the Histadrut and charg- 
ed that “certain quarters’ were 
trying to achieve political ends 
not connected with the fundamen- 
tal interests of the workers, ac- 
eording to the JTA. 

The warning recalled the boy- 
cott by Mapam members of the 
Histadrut executive meeting that 
voted to approve the pay cuts. 

With another cut slated for 
Oct. 25, the Histadrut prepared 
for drastic measures. It sent a 
warning to all trade union offici- 
als to avoid activities conflicting 
with decisions of the Histadrut. 

It warned that those who failed 

to heed this warning would be 
subject to trial in union courts, 
the JTA reported. 
_ The Histadrut executive also 
appealed to all workers to oppose 
attempts to undermine Histadrut 
discipline and authersty. 





22 Syrian POWs 
Refuse To Go Home

The Syrian authorities refused 
to go through with the exchange 
when the 22 insisted upon re- 
maining in the Jewish state. They 
demanded that their compatriots 
be forced to return. The 22 then 
appeared before U.N. _ officials 
and made a declaration that they 
wished to remain in Israel. At 


this point the Syrian authorities . 


agreed to the exchange and the 
22 were permitted to stay in the 
Jewish state.

$250,000,000 Bid Set for Fall; 
Montor In But Not as Head

NEW YORK—Some preliminary work has already been done in 


the United States on a $250,000,000 bond sale for Israel slated to get 
underway this fall, it was reliably learned this week. 
The disclosure confirmed widespread reports that both U. S. 


fund-raising leaders and Israeli officials feel that they cannot depend 


on the United Jewish Appeal to meet immediate and pressing ree 
settlement needs of incoming refugees. 

The bond issue will be used only to provide housing through a 
new housing authority to be set up to handle that task, The Post 
learned. 

It also was learned that friends of Henry Montor, director of this 
year’s UJA drive, doubt that he will lead the massive bond sale 
eampaign, despite reports that he would. Montor is now in Israel, 

When Mrs. Golda Myerson, Minister of Labor and Rehabilita- 
tion, and Moshe Sharett, Israeli Foreign Minister, toured the U. S. 
earlier this year for the UJA, they conferred with a substantial 
number of bank officials. 

Banks Will Buy Plenty Is Belief 

From those conversations, The Post learned, a feeling developed 
that banks throughout the United States would buy a substantial 
number of the housing bonds. 

The bonds will mature in 30 years and pay three or four per 
cent interest. They would be. guaranteed by the State of Israel. 

The drive to sell the bonds to the American Jewish community 
would open either in the middle of October of this year or the first 
of November. It would end no later than next March, 1950. 

Sponsors of the drive, who include’ Montor, were reported as 
believing that the entire quarter of a billion dollar issue would be 
sold in that time. 

Discussion of the entire matter, now believed underway in Tel 
Aviv, included speculation on the possible effect of the bond sale 
on the remainder of the 1949 UJA drive. 

If There’s A Risk, It Must Be Taken 

It was reported that the attitude of top Israeli and American 
Jewish leaders on that point was that the bond campaign was an 
imperative necessity and the need justified whatever risks might 
be involved for the lagging 1949 UJA drive. 

The speculation that Montor might head the drive, first re 
ported by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, centered in part on Mone 
tor’s announcement in Tel Aviv this week that he would take no 
part in the 1950 UJA drive. 

Notice that the United Palestine Appeal and the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee had reached agreement on a 1950 UJA drive was 
given in Jerusalem last week by Dr. Israel Goldstein. He is com- 
pleting a year as treasurer of the Jewish Agency there. The UPA 
and the JDC are the two largest constituents of the United Jewish 
Appeal. 

“ Montor left on an unpublicized trip to Israel two weeks ago. 

it was presumed that his trip was partly in connection with 
talks scheduled early next month on a central philanthropic 
budget for Israeli needs to be considered in connection with the 
1950 UJA campaign. 

Anohter major item on the agenda of that meeting will- be 
the mounting fight against independent campaigns in the U S. for 
Israel, which reportedly take in $60,000,000 a year. 

Montor also told a press conference, according to the JTA, that 
the JTA raised $75,000,000 in the U. S. in the first six months of this 
year and he predicted that the current drive would top $120,000,000. 

They Disagree On 1948 Figures 

Goldstein, in his announcement of a 1950 campaign, said that 
present indications were that the’drive would not go over $120,- 
000,000, compared to $150,000,000 raised in 1948. The goal in both 
years was $250,000,000. 

Sources here pointed to Montor’s resignation from the Pales- 
tine Economic Corporation last month as indicating he might be 
in line to head the huge bond drive. The PEC is an investment 
corporation and Montor’s duties on its board presumably would 
conflict with work for the bond drive. 

Henry Morgenthau, Jr., general chairman of the 1949 UJA 
drive, who said earlier that he would not accept a top post in the 
1950 campaign, resigned from the PEC the same time Montor did, 

Timing Of Loan Keeps UJA In Mind 

The timing of the forthcoming loan drive was seen in Zionist 
circles here as aimed at interfering, as little as possible, either with 
the remainder of the 1949 UJA drive or plans for a 1950 campaign. 

Most of the local campaigns for the UJA this year will be com- 
pleted by September or October, when the bond campaign is sched- 
uled to begin. A 1950 drive could be launched in’ March next year,

Saturday night, July 23—Tomorrow night at Woppinger falls, 
near Poughkeepsie, N. Y., there is an important celebration. I had 
intentions of going out there but it looks as if I shall not be able 
to make it. But I can write a column about it,. anyway. 

It is not the celebration that matters; it is the reason for it. 
A group of American General Zionist chalutzim are ee on 
hityashvut,” that is, they are taking up a plot of. 
land in Israel granted to them by the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund to establish a colony of their own. As 
I recently mentioned in this space, these Ameri- 
can. chalutzim are linking up with a group of na- ; 
tive Israeli, and the Yanks and Sabras. are going ,| 
to form a kibbutz togather. The place is Zipporis, 
in the Galilee, a place famous in history. 

So ‘they are going on hityashvut. What a long 
road to travel! Atlantic City, Cream Ridge, Wop- 
pinger Falls, Ginegar, Raanana, and now at long ae: 
last, a place of their own—Zipporis. What a long road, por what 
a time! 

Atlantic City, Cream Ridge, Woppinger Falls, Ginegar, Raanana, 
Zipporis—Nat Cohen, Irving Blatt, Dave Makarow, Bernie Popkin, 
Ann Haber, Rachel Lev, Ruth Lutwin, Danny Brisker, Yehudit Grad- 
nauer, Gershon Fradkin, Louis Schweffel, Rachel Weiner, and so 
many kids whose faces I know but whose names I don’t remember.

¥T IS A LONG STORY, a fascinating story, and it will take more 
more than one column to tell. So in this one, let me start in 
the middle. 

It was either the end of April or the beginning of May, 1948. 
I was in Ginegar, a kibbutz on the slope of a hill in the Valley of 
Jezreel (the Emek). Bethind the top of the hill, on the other side, 
lies the town of Nazareth. Opposite, at the other end of the valley, is 
the kibbutz Mishmar Ha-emek. I had come that morning to see 
the group of American youngsters I had known from Cream Ridge 
and Woppinger Falls, who were now training temporarily at Gine- 
gar. I had already seen some of them and I now climbed to the 
top of the watchtower to see Rachel Weiner who was doing duty that 
day, She showed me Mishmar Ha-emek at the other end of the Val- 
ey and let me look at it through the field glasses. 

This was a short time after the famous battle of Mishmar Ha- 
emek, when Fawzi Kawiji’s forces attacked it, using artillery for the 
first time. Had the attack succeeded, the Emek would have been 
cut in two and the Jews would have been hemmed in a small spac 
around Tel Aviv. This was the Clayton Plan to force the Jews to 
accept the Grady-Morrison Plan for the solution of the Palestine 
question. The Jews did not have a single piece of artillery at the 
time, but Mishmar Ha-emek withstood the attack. Moshe Fruman- 
sky, the splendid boy who had spent a couple of years in America, as 
an emmissary, was killed in that battle. As a result of the attack 
on Mishmar Ha-emek, every kibbutz began digging underground 
shelters and communication trenches, as a protection against ar- 
tillery fire. Few at the time realized that worse was to come than 
artillery attacks. But, anyway, in Ginegar, as in all other Kibbutzim 
I had visited, they were, very busy digging. The Americans I had 
come to see were busy digging. Irving was busy digging, but he 
took time off to show me around, to take me up to the top of the 
watchtower, and later, to relieve Rachel for her lunch hour. 


* 

SO THERE I STOOD, in one of those fateful historic days, at 
the top of a watschtower, on the slope of a hill behind Nazareth, talk- 
ing to Rachel. I asked about the battle of Mishmar Ha-emek, “We 
saw smoke from here and we heard some explosions,” she told me. 

But we did not talk much about war. Few of us knew that 
a full-scale war was coming. Few thought of it. We talked 
about “hityashvut”’—colonization. After all, these boys and girls 
@id not come out there to stay at Ginegar all the time. They 
eame to found a kibbutz of their own, an American General 
Zionist kibbutz, a kibbutz to their own liking and to their own 
taste. Rachel told me of the plans they had. They had been 
@iscussing those things over and over again. There are some 
things in Ginegar and other kibbutzim they would like to copy. 
There are others they would like to modify. The trouble was 
there were not enough in the group for a whole kibbutz, so 
they would have to link up with another one. 

In the evening I spent a session with the whole group. Bernie 
Popkin was the chief spokesman for the group. I asked them how 
they got along with the sabras, or with the East Europeans. How 
they got along with the Yekkes (German Jews), how they thought 
they would get along with the Czech Jews. It seemed from their re- 
plies that the Czechs and the sabras were the easiest to get along 
with.

I went away in the morning, fully intending to come back. But 
I did not get a chance. I took with me a bunch of letters to bring 
to New York—mail between Palestine and America was at that 
time suspended. 

In the bus, on the way to Tel Aviv, a young yekke girl from 
Ginegar, one of those who had come from Germany with the youth 
Aliyah and had become a regular sabra, said to a boy from another 
kibbutz: 

“You know, we have American halutzim in our kibbutz.” 

“Amerikaim mileda?” (native Americans), the boy asked in- 
eredulously, 

She assured him those were real Americans. 

“You know,” she told him, when the holiday came (it was to- 
wards the end of the Passover holiday), “they took out their Ameri- 
can clothes—and you know how the Americans like bright colors, 
but we did not make any remarks because we did not want to hurt 
their feelings.

MANY THINGS HAPPENED between the Passover of 5708 
and the Passover of 5709. Many things happened the next couple 
of days. I came to Tel Aviv, then decided to go to Haifa the same 
day—Haifa had already been captured by the Jews. In the two days 
I spent in Haifa, the Jews of Tel Aviv captured Jaffa. 

Anyway, when Passover of 5709 rolled around, the group was no 
longer in Ginegar, so that if the Americans learned the lesson of 
not wearing bright colored clothes in Israel, the people of Ginegar 
did not know about it. 

When I came to Israel on my second visit in March 1949, I dis- 
covered the group had moved to Raanana and that the Americans 
had already linked up with a group of sabras. I described my visit 
in this space. 

Many things changed in the meantime. Bernie Popkin was in 
Jaffa, and some members of the group came home to America, for 
one reason or another. Some remained in Israel, but not as mem- 
bers of the group. But the group goes on. I was heartened to hear 
from Jacques Torczyner and Joe Greenleaf that they had visited 
the group in Raanana and that they were planning to assist them. 

And now comes news that the combined group of Plugat Aliyah 
and the Maccabbeans, knowns as Solelim (Road-Pavers) are “going 
on hityashvut” in Zipporin in the Galilee.

When the report was first re- 
cieved by The Post, publication 
was withheld after the JTA sent a 
telegram promising a documented 
refutation of the charges made by 
Allan Lesser, managing editor of 
the MENORAH JOURNAL. 

When the JTA failed to produce 
the promised refutation, The Post 
asked Smolar for the statement 
and in reply received a brief let- 
ter from Smolar dealing with 
four of Lesser’s charges. 

Lesser called 
his study “The 
Jewish Telegra- 
phic Agency: An 
Examination of 
its character and 
activities.” It 
was based on a 
sampling of the 
JTA daily news . 
bulletin for a * 
period of six 
months as well as other published 
and public information. 

Smolar Denies It 

“While abstaining from making 
an official statement with regard 
to Mr. Lesser’s article, which is 
full of msstatements of fact— 
and in a number of instances libel. 
ous—I can only say that he did 
not comply with the rudimentary 
requirements of decent journal- 
ism by checking up material be- 
fore making it public,” Smolar 
told The Post. 

He denied the charge that the 
JTA did not cover the annual 
meeting of the American Jewish 
Committee and that no JTA rep- 
resentative was present at this 
meeting. 

“The charges are ridiculous,” 
Smolar said. “Not only did we 
have good coverage of that meet- 
ing, but I myself was present at 
all of the sessions. If Mr. Lesser 
would only have taken the trouble 
to check the files of the:JTA bul 
letin, it would not have been diffi- 
eult for him to establish that all 
of the sessions of the AJCom- 
mittee meeting were properly 
covered. Iam certain that the peo- 
ple of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee will have a good laugh 
reading Mr. Lesser’s article.” 

Not All Covered 

The 42nd annual convention of 
the AJCommittee was held in Jan- 
uary. The Post was excluded from 
executive sessions. Not till the fol- 
lowing month did The Post learn 
that the American Jewish Com- 
mittee had discussed at its 42nd 
convention a proposal to establish 
a national Anglo-Jewish weekly. 
(NJP Feb. 11). 

Smolar’s statement to The Post 
did not mention the AJCommit- 
tee’s discussion of the proposal. 

The JTA official said that Les- 
Ser was also wrong about JTA 
coverage of the Jewish Labor 
Committee conference,

looked up the JTA bulletin, he

before. You will agree that it 
looks rather strange when the 
MENORAH JOURNAL finds fault 
with the JTA coverage of meet- 
ings at a time when the organi- 
zations themselves which held 
these meetings are quite satisfied 
with the coverage.” 

Smolar also spurned the Lesser 
criticism of JTA coverage of the 
World Jewish Congress at Mon- 
treaux. 

Lesser Didn’t Know 

“What Mr. Lesser does not 
know is that we sent a special 
member of our London staff to 
conference there and that he was 
in constant touch with the lead- 
ers of the conference. The relia- 
bility of this man can be judged 
by the fact that he was recently 
appointed press attache of the 
Israeli legation, in London, after 
being a member of our staff for 
several years.” 

Smilar termed “ridiculous” the 
implications in the Desser article 
that the JTA did not report the 
anti-Zionist tendencies in the 
countries behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. “The accuracy of this al- 
legation I leave to you to judge,” 
he told The Post. 

Smolar added that “the truth 
of the matter is that all Jewish 
organizations used information 
from the JTA bulletins in drawing 
up their statements on the ac- 
tions in some of the Iron Cur- 
tain countries against Jewish re- 
ligious institutions and the Zion- 
ist movement.” 

On the issues of financing and 
control of the JTA raised by Les- 
ser, Smolar said merely that Les- 
ser’s treatment was “equally in- 
accurate, unchecked and in many 
eases libelous.” 

Lesser reported that the JTA 
budget for this year was $1,131,- 
265. Its budget for 1948 was $793,- 
600 of which less than $200,000 
was anticipated earned income. 
The difference was made up by 
contributions from Jewish Wel- 
fare Funds, the New York UJA 
and other individuals, Lesser 
said. 

Lesser said that JTA financial 
reports are secret and that the 
only figures issued to welfare 
funds are “consolidated” JTA- 
Overseas News Agency §state- 
ments. 

“This tactic places local welfare 
funds and other contributors in 
the position of being forced to 
support ONA so long as they con- 


sider JTA_ essential for their 
needs,” Lesser said. 

“By their allocations to JTA- 
ONA, local welfare funds are 


placed in the awkward position 
of contributing their tax-exempt 
funds to a ‘non-sectarian’ news 
agency (the ONA) in competition 
with the other American 
agencies, such as the Associated 
Press, the United Press and Inter- 
national News Service, none of 
which enjoy a similar advantage.” 
Whose Money Is It? 

He said that equally 
should be the use by the JTA of 
tax-exempt funds “to maintain

two subsidiaries—the ONA and 
Seven Arts—which, in form at 
least, are set up to do busness at 
a profit and which do not qualify 
under either State or Federal law 
for tax-exempt status.” 


In addition to the areas of news 
coverage suppression which Smo- 
lar answered, Lesser also had sev- 
eral on which Smolar did not com- 
ment. 

Lesser charged that “bias and 
suppression of news also are in- 
dicated in JTA’s handling of what 
was by far the most sensational 
domestic Jewish event in 1948. the 
resignation by Henry Montor as 
executive vice chairman of the 
United Palestine Appeal. 

“Although his action involved 
serious charges against the Zion- 
ist Organization of America and 
endangered the entire United 
Jewish Appeal setup, not a word 
of this development was reported 
by JTA until October 21, weeks 
after the story had become public. 
Only when the parties involved 
in the dispute which led to the 
resignation had issued official 
statements to the general press 
did JTA release the ‘news,’ and 
then only in barest outline.” 

Lesser also charged that the 
JTA never carried any informa- 
tion on its relationship to the 
New York United Jewish Appeal. 

No Report On Deal 

“The deal by which JTA itself, 
the Joint Defense Appeal of the 
Anti-Defamation League and the 
American Jewish Committee, and 
two or three other  non-relief 
groups were tacked on to the 
United Jewish Appeal campaign 
in New York city for a share of 
over $5,000,000, would never have 
been revealed had not the MEN- 
ORAH JOURNAL published the 
facts,” Lesser asserted. 

“As a beneficiary of the New 
York UJA campaign in 1947 for 
an amount reported to be $150,000 
and in 1948 for $165,000, JTA was 
at least as well informed—and 
probably better—than any out- 
sider,” Lesser said. 

Lesser, discussing the financing 
and ownership of the big press 
association, said that it was 
founded by Jacob Landau as a 
private enterprise and that it 
dates its communal status from 
December, 1935. 

He said that on that date, 
the JTA was reorganized on a 
non-profit basis. He said that 
the first step in the JTA’s ex- 
pansion was taken in August, 
1937, when Landau acquired 
Seven Arts Feature Syndicate, 
an independent Jewsh news ana 
feature service incorporated by 
Joseph Brainin in 1933.

Overseas News Agency was in- 
corporated in Delaware in De- 
cember, 1937 as a profit corpor- 
ation, according to Lesser. 

He said that, with the exception 
of the chairman, ONA shares 
with the JTA the same officers, 
Staff, correspondents and offices. 

“Nevertheless, for reasons best 
known to itself, ONA gives its ad- 
dress as 101 Park Avenue, N.Y.C. 
while JTA claims 106 East 41st 
street as its address,” Lesser said. 
“These addresses are for separate 
entrances to the same building, 
which is located across the street 
from the offices of Seven Arts.” 

Twenty Questions 

Lesser reported that in an ef- 
fort to clarify some of the points 
raised by the study, he sent 20 
questions to George Backer, presi- 
dent of JTA and ONA on May 6. 
He said no reply was received.

Treasury Department’s ruling. 

8. Has the U.S. Treasury De- 
partment been made aware of the 
fact that JTA tax-exempt funds 
‘are being employed to operate 
ONA and Seven Arts, two profit 
corporatons which are not tax: 
exempt? 

9. Has JTA established a tax- 


exempt status in New York State 
under the State income tax law? 
If not, why? ' 

10. What is the salary of the 
Managng director of ONA? Of 
the editor? 

11, Who holds the stock of 
ONA? Of Seven Arts? 

12. Are the books of these JTA 
subsidaries audited? Are audited 
reports for 1948 available? 

13. Why is Seven Arts being 
maintained as an allegedly inde- 
pendent agency? Has the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee’s loan for 
its purchase ever been repaid.? 

14. Why were dummies used as 
the incorporators of JTA and ts 
subsidiary corporations? Why the 
use of separate addresses for JTA 
and ONA? 

15. What are the terms of the 
agreement recently entered into 
between JTA and the Govern- 
mnt of Israel? 

16. The American Jewish Com- 
mittee has not made its usual an- 
nual grant to JTA since 1946 and 
JTA has been included in the New 
York UJA since 1947. Is there any 
relation between these two facts? 

17. Why did JTA withhold news 
of Henry Montor’s resignation 
from the United Palestine Appeal 
until long after it was public 
knowledge? 

18. Why didn’t JTA cover the 
1949 annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committée? 

19. What is JTA policy in cov- 
ering activities of national organ- 
zatons?

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Charges All Denied 
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U.S. Orthodoxy Spokesman Asks 
Apology from Feldman for Attack

The demand was made by Saul 
Bernstein, editor of Orthodox 
Jewish Life, official organ of the 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Con- 
gregations of America, It was 
made in response to the presiden- 
tial address of Dr. Feldman be- 
fore the 60th annual CCAR con- 
vention last month. 

Dr. Feldman and Dr. Maurice 
Eisendrath, president of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congreg- 
ations, both warned that U. S. 
Reform Judaism would resist all 
efforts by the Orthodox Rabbinate 
in Israel to extend control over 
the personal lives of Israel Jews. 
(NJP June 24). 

Bernstein accused Feldman of 
“coarseness, venom, bigotry and 
shameless distortion of the 
truth.” 

“One can well understand the 
reluctance which the bulk of Re- 
form Jewry, leaders and follow- 
ers alike, have had to accept the 
fact of the State of Israel, with 
all due credit to individuals 
among them who have so vyal- 
jantly and ably aided its estab- 
lishment,” the Orthodox 
told The Post. 

Listing The Sins 

“Motivated from first to last 
by assimilationism, inherently 
opposed to the concept of a na- 
tional Jewish existence, oriented 
by its very nature to Goyishkeit, 
Reform cannot fail to recognize 
in a Jewish State its antithesis 
and its doom,” he declared. 

He asserted that the strategy 
of Reform Judaism “is to strive 
for the de-Judaization of the State 
of Israel—flying in the face of 
nature, history and Judaism by 
demanding a non-Jewish Israeli 
State. 

“Simultaneously they attempt 
to secure—despite the grotesque 
anomaly of Reform Temples in 
the Land of Israel—a_ toehold 
there for their movement. Ab- 
horent as this is to any Jew 


editor 


with a spark of true Jewish feel- 


ing, he can understand the psy- 
chology of it, but one is, in view 
of the religious affectations of 
Reform leaders, scarcely prepared 
for the base tactics employed to 
implement this strategy.” 

Bernstein said Dr. Feldman was 
wrong in asserting that “there 
is a refusal to give religious 
freedom to the Liberal Jewish 
communities in Israeli.” 

Feidman All Wrong 

“These groups and all others 
in the State of Israel now have 
such freedom and, as provided in 
the Constitution which has been 
drafted, will continue to have 
such freedom as an_ inherent 
right,” Bernstein said. 

He said there was no factual 
basis whatever for Dr. Feldman’s 
statement that Reform Jews in 
Israel “are being forced into the 


Strait-jacket of a strict and le- 
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galistic interpretation of Juda. 
ism.” 

Bernstein called a “slanderous 
untruth” Dr. Feldman’s charge 
that the Israeli Ministry of Re. 
ligon and _ the Chief rabbi 
“assure religious freedom only to 
those Jews who are sharing in 
the theological views and convie. 
tions of the Chief Rabbinate.” 

“Without reference to any 
other ‘issues involved, an im. 
mediate retraction and apology 
are called for from Dr. Feld 
man,” Bernstein said. “It js 
useless to challenge him to pre. 
sent evidence of their truth— 
there just isn’t any.” 

Bernstein then took up the de. 
mand of U. S. Reform Judaism 
that Israel grant legitimate Jew. 
ish religious status for the Re. 
form sect within the Rabbinica]} 
courts of Israel “and to recog. 
nize their sect, in general, as a 
co-equal segment of the Jewish 
community.” 

Bernstein asserted that. this 
was an impossible request, on 
grounds that the Reform wing 
was not a truly Jewish one, 

Can It Be? 

“Can it be conceived that the 
Jewish religious courts operate 
with non-Jewish law,” he asked, 
“Is there any other Jewish re- 
ligious law than that of the his- 
toric Jewish religion? Are there 
any other authorities on Jewish 
religious law than the duly or. 
dained Orthodox rabbis?” 

“Surely Dr. Eisendrath cannot 
have the gall to claim that Re. 
form spiritual leaders are duly 
ordained Musmochim,” Bernstein 
said. “Or that the diffuse apolo- 
getic bespoken by Reform leaders 
stand as Jewish Law!” 

Bernstein said that U. S. Re 
form leaders were in error in 
using the term “theocracy” to 
describe “the constitutional status 
to be given the Jewish religion.” 

He said that the text of the 
draft constitution “is far from 
indicating” that Israel will be “a 
truly Torah state.” 

“Naturally, the draft constitu 
tion does not pay the Jewish 
people the supreme insult of 
supposing that Jews in Israel, of 
all places, want to subject their 
matters of personal status to non- 
Jewish law,” he said, in refer- 
ence to marriage, divorce, and 
similar personal matters which 
are under Orthodox religious con- 
trol exclusively in Israel. 

Bernstein denied any parallel 
between existing religious con- 
trol in Israel with the hierarchy 
of the Roman Cathotic church. 

“Such a parallel is inherently 
impossible, as anyone familiar 
with Judaism, and the Jewish 
people should know,” he declared. 
“Deriving ultimate influence from 
the voluntary allegiance of Jewry, 
the religious authorities, in theif 
juridical capacty, will derive offic 
ial recognition through appoint 
ment by the Minister for Relig- 
ious Affairs under recommend 
ation from the democratically

USSR DEPOR TING 400, 000 JE WS 
INTO INTERIOR, SAYS SCHULTZ

‘WW YORK—The American 


Jewish League Against Commu- 


nism charged this week that mass deportations of thousands of 
Russian Jews to forced labor camps for security reasons were un- 
derway in Russia and appealed to the United Actions to intervene. 

In a letter addressed to Trygve Lie, secretary-general of the 


UN, the League said that about 
400,000 Jews were involved in 
the “brutal and sudden” deport- 
ations. 

“In the name of humanity, we 
ask you to save the 400,000 Jew- 
ish men, women and young chil- 
dren now being uprooted from 
their homes on 24 hours’ notice,” 
the appeal, signed by Rabbi Ben- 
jamin Schultz, executive director 
of the League, said. 


How It Was Learned 

“This latest enormity came to 
light when Jews in Poland tried 
tc maintain their regular coores- 
pondence with relatives in the 
Ukraine and White Russia,” Lie 
was informed. “For some weeks, 
all letters have come back mar- 
ked “Returned to sender. Ad- 
dressee has left.” 

“At about the same time,‘num- 
erous members of European dip- 
lomatic and consular service 
Teached Warsaw from Russia 
with similar reports,” the state- 
ment said. ‘The Russian country- 
Side is filled with long, north- 
bound deportation trains. Each 
car is crowded with Ukrainian 
and White Russian families—all 
Jewish.” 

The statement said that there 
were two reasons for the al- 
ledged deportations. 

The first reason given was that 
White Russia and the Ukraine 
are at the borders of the Soviet 
Union and Stalin is preparing 
for an international conflict. The 
League said that like the Czar, 
who deported Jews from these 
areas at the start of World War 
I, Stalin does not trust Jews and 
therefore js having them moved 
to the interior. 

“Second, the Communist Gov- 


Semites,” the statement said. 
“Anti-Semitism has always been 
strong in these areas. The Soviet 
regime is currying favor at the 
expense of the Jews.” 





Plan Middle-Class 
English Jew Colony 


LONDON (JTA) — A project 
for a middle-class settlement of 
English Jews was outlined this 
week at a conference called by S. 
Temkin, representative in Israel 
of the British Zionist Federation, 
who has come here to make prep- 
arations for such a settlement. 


The conference was told that 
land adjoining the township of 
Gederah has already been placed 
at the disposal of a British Jew- 
ish settlement. Dr. Joseph Frisch, 
Israeli trade commissioner in 
Britain, told the gathering that 
the settlers from this counfry 
would need to work hard, and em- 
phasized the necessity of learning 
Hebrew. 


Dr. Herbert Foerder, a member 
of the Israeli parliamént, told the 
meeting that he hoped the pros- 
pective British middle-class set- 
tlement would be the first in a 
chain of similar settlements to be 
founded by both Jews in the Brit- 
ish Isles and the United States. 





MOURNFUL MEMORIAL 
PARIS (JTA)—The — seventh

Danes Commute Death 
For Nazi Boss Killer 


COPENHAGEN,—(JTA)— A 
Danish court of appeals this 
week commuted a death sen- 
tence imposed on Dr. Werner 
Best, Nazi gauleiter of Denmark 
during the German occupation. 
It reduced the sentence to five 
years imprisonment. 


Dr. Best was responsible for 
the deportation of thousands of 
Danish Jews to Nazi concen- 
tration camps where many of 
them died later. The former 
Reich High Commissioner for 
Denmark from 1942 to the fall 
of the Nazi empire, was sent- 
enced to death last October.

The former colonial government 
suspended all negotiations on the 
project with the Freeland Lea- 
gue which nevertheless contin- 
ued to seek money in the U. S., 
according to Mrs. Silverman.

EMMA LAZARUS BIOGRAPHY REVEALS 
IMPACT OF A JEWISH AWAKENING

ULY 22 was the 100th anniversary of the birth of Emma Lazarus, 
J of Statue of Liberty fame, to whom we once referred as the 
feminine counterpart of Theodor Herzl. 

Just in time for the centennial, Schocken Books, 342 Madison 
Ave., New York, has issued the first full length 
biography of the 19th century author of “The 
New Colossus.” 

It is a masterly and very readable study by 
H. E. Jacob. 

Now we have a clearer picture of the frail, 
retiring poetess who, shocked by the sight of be- 
draggled refugees from Russia’s pogroms, emerged 
from her seclusion overnight to become an im- 
passioned fighter for Jewish freedom and 
Vignity. 7

Late-born and woman-souled I dare not hope 
The freshness of the eldeer lays, the might

BIOGRAPHER JACOB ANALYZES the factors behind Emma 
Lazarus’ retiring nature, which possibly kept her from marrying 
and which was breached only by “The blast of her awakened 
Jewish consciousness.”

With her verses engraved on the 
pedestal of the Statue of Liberty, 
she is in a rather unique posi- 
tion. But what of her other eff- 
orts? Why haven’t we _ heard 
more about them? Besides her 
voluminous poetic outpourings, 
she wrote a novel, two plays and 
several essays, in addition to 
being a translator of first rank. 

Much of the blame can be laid 
on the shoulders of one of her 
sisters, Annie, who happened to 
have the copyright to some of 
Emma’s work after her death 
and who converted to Catholic- 
ism and went to Italy to live. 

Emma had hated converts. She 
once wrote “We should prove to 
Christian missionaries that ‘con- 
verted Jews’ are probably not 
only the most expensive of all 
marketable commodities but also 
the most worthless after they are 
purchased.” 

So Annie took her revenge 
by refusing to release any of 
Emma’s_ writings on Jewish 
themes. 

Many unprinted manuscripts, 
diaries and letters could also have 
been in Annie’s possession when 
she died a few years ago, haz- 
ards author Jacobs. Not until 
1944, when the copyright expired, 
were selections of her poetry and 
prose bought out by Morris U. 
Schappes, New York, 

But while Annie must share 
the blame, what about the lit- 
erary critics? Have they ignored 
Emma Lazarus because she was 
too Jewish? Why have we not 
read more of her poems in school? 

Henrietta Szold’s piece in “The 
Jewish Encyclopedia” on Miss 
Lazarus ends with these words: 
“Doubtless she is the most dis- 
tinguished literary figure pro- 
duced by American Jewry, and 
possibly the most eminent poet 
among Jews since Heine.. .” 

It is time Emma Lazarus came 
into her own. 
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UGGESTIGNS for baked fish which are on the unusual side, 


’ BAKED STUFFED FISH 

Cut off fins of fish and, if desired, head and tail. Wash, dry well, 
and rub inside and out with salt. Stuff fish with any Bread Stuffing, 
and sew up opening. Sprinkle with paprika, place on greased baking 
pan, bake quickly at 550 degrees until browned, then reduce heat 
and bake at 425 degrees until done. When fish begins to brown, baste 
every 10 minutes with a mixture of*1 cup hot water and 4 cup melt- 
ed butter. Oily-meated fish require no basting. Or place fish in 
oven at 425 degrees, and bake throughout at that temperature until 
well done. 


GEFILLTE FISH, BAKED 


Prepare fish for Gefillte Fish, Boiled. When skin of fish has been 
filled, place in well greased baking pan, sprinkle with bread crumbs, 
and dot with butter. Bake in oven at 425 degrees for an hour until 
done. 

BAKED FISH WITH CREOLE SAUCE 
3 pounds fish, filleted % pound mushrooms; chopped 
1 pint hot water salt and pepper 
1 cup stewed tomatoes butter 
1 onion, chopped fine 2 tablespoons flour 
1 green pepper, chopped fine chopped parsley 
Have fish filleted, but keep the bones. Put bones in pot with hot 
water, and let boil 15 minutes until water is well flavoured. Strain, 
reserve 1% cups of the fish liquid, and discard the rest. Add to- 
matoes to fish liquid, add onion and green pepper, and salt and pep- 
per. Saute mushrooms in a little butter for 5 minutes, and add. 
Brown flour by sprinkling it on a pie plate, placing plate over high 
heat, and stirring flour constantly as it browns, Add browned flour 
to the mixture, mix well, and let simmer over slow fire for an hour. 
Dry the fillets, sprinkle with salt and pepper, and brush with but- 
ter. Roll each fillet up like a jelly roll, and fasten with a toothpick. 
Place in a greased casserole, add 1 cup of the sauce, and bake in 
oven at 350 degrees for 15 minutes or until fish is done. Remove 
from oven, add rest of sauce, sprinkle with chopped parsley, and 
serve immediately. Mushrooms may be omitted if desired. 


BAKED FILLETS OF FISH DRESSED WITH CHEESE 


2 pounds fillets 

2 tablespoons butter 
% cup flour 2 cups old cheese, grated 

cup hot milk salt and pepper 

Make a White Sauce of the butter, flour and milk. Add mustard, 
cheese, salt and pepper, and mix well. Dry the fillets, and cut inte 
portions for serving. Cover each with the creamed sauce, and sprin. 
kle with chopped parsley. Place in well buttered baking dish, and 
bake at 350 degrees for 20 minutes, 


HALF-SOUR PICKLES 
Lillian Siskin, Evanston, Ill., would like a recipe for half-sour 
pickles. Some time ago, The Post carried a pickle recipe contributed 
by Mrs. Emanuel N. Dietz, 1 West 59th St., Indianapolis, which she 
learned from her mother. 
For use as half-sour pickles, they may be eaten after one week,

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The Editor's Chair 

EN ROUTE home from Wild- 
acres, we stopped in for a short 
visit at beautiful Camp Brandeis, 
the newest of the chain of three 
such camps, this one at Hender- 
sonville, North Carolina. Dr. 
Shlomo Bardin was a gracious 
host, permitting us to use his own 
cottage as a dressing station, 
while we swam and canoed in the 
lovely lake. 

I got a chance to ask Dr. Bar- 
din about the chances for a 
strong chalutziut movement in 
the U. S. He is in as good a po 
sition as anyone to judge the 
chances of a_ successful large- 
scale pioneering movement of 
young Jewish people from the U. 
S. to Israel. 

Dr. Bardin thinks it can be 
done, but not with the present 
program, which he said is one 
adapted lock, stock and barrel 
from the European program, and 
which does not take into consid- 
eration the personality and back- 
ground of young American Jews, 
nor the American environment in 
which they are reared. 

Instead of spending months 
and years in the U. S. on farms 
preparing for immigration to 
Israel, Dr. Bardin would cut 
that period down to a few weeks 
of orientation. Then the young 
people would go to stations in 
Israel, where they would be 
trained for as long as necessary 
under actual conditions in Is- 
rael, 

In order to make this program 
work, Dr. Bardin said it would be 
necessary to remove any stigma 
from those who after some time 
in Israel decided they would have 
to return to the U. S. In this 
way, the youngsters would feel 
that they were not making an ir- 
revocable commitment when they 
left for Israel, but could feel free 
to return to the USS. 

I'm inclined to agree with Dr. 

Bardin’s reasoning, which _inci- 
dentally stressed the necessity for 
U. S. chalutzim trained in techni- 
cal fields other than farming. 
This last also was the opinion of 
Rabbi Joseph Sternstein, who has 
been and is active in the chalutz 
movement under the aegis of the 
Zionist Organization. 
, But Dr. Sternstein confirmed 
my feeling that nothing adequate 
is being done to stir American 
Jewish youth to the opportunities 
for real services, not only to Is- 
rael, but to the spread of democ- 
racy, by accepting the challenge 
to help build a new Israel. 

I don’t know how Mr. Frisch 
feels about this. I do know that 
the ZOA could continue as it has 
to overlook or ignore the chalutz 
field, because although it offers 
a rewarding program, it is one in 
which the chances for failure 
overweigh the chances of success, 
and no administration likes to 
have a failure on its record. Yet 
I don’t think that this would daunt 
Mr. Frisch, and I hope that when 
he gets back he will have decided 
to make chalutziut equal with 
the economic program that the 
ZOA will most certainly develop 
as twin goals of his administra- 
tion. 


Of course chalutziut is not a 


ZOA task alone. The hechalutz 
movement is supported by all U. 
S. Zionist groups, but since the 
ZOA is the largest and most pow- 
erful, the 


movement could not 


succeed without full devotion on 
the part of that organization. 
* * + 

MY MAIL is still throbbing 
these days with comments on the 
Institute of Judaism at Wildacres. 
And currently I want to tell you 
about Simon Meyer, who many of 
you may’ know as a long-time 
reader and supporter of The Post, 
and president of his congregation 
(Rabpi Simon Cooper) in Charles- 
ton, W. Va. 

Simon read about the Institute 
in this column, and decided that 
he would have to attend. He call- 
ed Maurice Weinstein, in Char- 
lotte, who arranged the institute, 
and reported to me that he didn’t 
give Maurice a chance to say 
“no.” Anyway he was there, and 
he participated fully, often ask- 
ing searching questions, and be- 
ing as thrilled as anyone. 

Reaching home, he _ decided

Cleveland Federation 


Expands Functions 

CLEVELAND (JTA) — The

The Committee, which 
is to consist of representatives of 
each of the divisions of the cam- 
paign organization, Federation of:- 
ficer, campaign members, and 10 
members selected by the com- 
munity at large, will develop pro- 
grams aimed at promoting all- 
year-round continuity in cam- 
paign efforts and to assist in the 
collection of campaign pledges. 





Israel Hapoel Rejects 
Histadrut Merger 


TEL AVIV,—(JTA)—The mem- 
bers of the Hapoel Hamizrachi 
of Israel have voted against a 
merger with the Histadrut, it 
was announced here this week 
after a tabulation of the 18,000 
ballots cast in a national elec- 
tion. There are 22,000 members 
in the organization. * 

Although there were four slates 
entered in the election, the major 
issues were affiliation with the 
Histadrut, or affiliation with the 
Mizrachi organization. The slate 
headed by Immigration and 
Health Minister Moshe Shapira,

The Menorah Journal Charges Against The JTA 


E MENORAH JOURNAL has renewed* 

its attack on national Jewish agencies and 

this time the Jewish Telegraphic Agency is 

the object of its reportorial and editorial in- 
vestigation. 

The JTA has almost never been @inancially 
self-sufficient and its deficits for years have 
been met by U. S. Jewry, which decided that the 
service performed by the JTA was extremely 
valuable and that the news agency was per- 
forming a necessary function for the Jewish 
community. 

As to the MENORAH JOURNAL charges, 
in connection with the intricate stock setup the 
JTA has devised and the charge that the JTA’s 
stock is privately owned although the news 
service is a  publicly-supported organization, 
The Post is in no position tocomment. At this 
writing, no answer has been forthcoming. from 
the JTA itself on that score. For some years 
now, The Post has known, there has been this 
criticism and perhaps an amicable settlemént of 
this question will be worked out. 

But it is on the score of the service that 
the JTA performs that The Post wants to take 
issue with the MENORAH JOURNAL aarticle. 
The article attacks the JTA on grounds that 
its coverage, both domestic and international, 
has been not only inadequate but often biase&. 

The charge of bias is not borne out by the 
record. The fact that the American Jewish 
Committee has loaned money to the JTA with 
no official record of repayment, does not in it 
self prove that the AJ Committee thereby re- 
ceived favorable news treatment, 

As far as The Post has observed, the JTA 
has been scrrupulously honest in its news re- 
porting, and there does not’come to memory 


any occasion when any national organization or 
movement has been favored over any other by 
the JTA. 

If the Zionists had to establish a news agen. 
cy of their own (Palcor) because it did not feel 
that enough Zionist news was being issued by 
the JTA, that was the legitimate right of the 
movement, which had a viewpoint of its own 
that it wanted broadcast. But here, too, a case 
can be made for the strict impartialiity and hon. 
esty of the JTA. 

The other principal charge—that of inade. 
quate news coverage—is like blaming the Ne 
groes for not being educated while refusing to 
give them schools to attend. . If the domestic 
news coverage of the JTA is almost non-exist. 
ent, and if the JTA were to do a job in the US, 
there would be even larger unpaid bills instead 
of merely the present defiicit. 

As in the case of the charges which the ME. 
NORAH JOURNAL has made against other na. 
tional Jewish organizations, it is necessary to 
take a comprehensive viewpoint. Unquestion- 
ably there are inequities which should be cor. 
rected, and cases of bad judgment and a fair 
share of mistakes. But the picture is never 
or white; life and Jewish organizations are 
never like that. 

Now that the funds available for all Jewish 
causes are being trimmed, there will be no 
doubt a reorganization of the Jewish Telegraph. 
ic Agency. But the JTA has performed a val- 


uable service and until private enterprise builds . 


a Jewish news service or an adequate Anglo. 
Jewish publication whose own news service will 
surpass that of the JTA, then there will always 
be a need for an international Jewish news 
service. 


Is Immigration Being Cut Purposefully ? 


7X LTHOUGH there will be strong denials 

that the immigration into Israel is being 
purposefully slowed down by the authorities, 
the chances are that the reports of a deliberate 
curtailing are accurate. 

Those Zionists who cut their pledges to the 
United Jewish Appeal are to blame. The non 
and anti-Zionists bear their share of the onus, 
but these people have not paraded their love 
of Israel for years as have the Zionists. 

Love of Israel at $6 a year membership in the 
Zionist Organization of America seems to have 
been one thing, but support in terms, not of 
sacrificial giving, but of meeting one’s fair 
Share of the burden seems to have died with 
the waning cheers over the birth of a Jewish 


State. 

The economic situation can become so agegra- 
vated that not only will the stream of immi- 
grants dwindle, but the Jews in the state will 
be forced to look elsewhere for more favorable 
places to migrate to. 


These next few years can be more crucial 
than the past few, and unfortunately, this pres- 
ent crisis finds the Jews of the United States 
and especially many affluent Zionists at the 
place where they seem to have decided that 
they have helped enough and are now looking 
for any excuse not to have to give adequately.

God On, Vacation 


P ggrpaasner God may again this year be on 

a vacation, which is the way the summer 
siesta in Jewish activity has been described 
here and there, it must be conceded that there 
has been considerable change in this respect in 
the past ten years or so. In the 1930’s there 
was not a cessation of activity, not a vacation, 
but a complete and thorough shutdown in Jew- 
ish life, religious and organizational. But to- 
day God, if he vacations very much at all dur- 
ing the summer, must manage to get back to 
his regular habitat at least on week-ends. 


Many synagogues today continue their com- 
plete religious schedules right through the sum- 
mer, The response to regular Friday evening 


services, in the houses of worship where they 
are being held during the summer, has been so 
gratifying as to cause continuous surprise 
both from the rabbis and. the lay people. 


In the field of Jewish education, it has by 
now become standard practice, that the plan- 
ning, the laying out of the curricula and all the 
detail work are done in the summer, so that 
with the fall opening things are ready to go 
right on where they ended in May and June. 

Even in the field of Jewish organizational life, 
where the shutdown has been most complete 
and final, many committees continue to meet 
regularly, and often here and there a summer 
meeting will peep out like an early spring 
flower. 

In Jewish tradition a vacation has always 
been considered a necessity. The idea of the 
day of rest, which is most definitely a Jewish 
idea, is the genesis of the vacation. It is only 
where the vacation becomes a full-fledged and 
months-long stoppage that something is wrong, 
and the symptoms indicates underlying weak- 
ness.

Pride in the establishment of the State of 
Israel should lead to an end to street-begging 
for Jewish causes, says Rabbi Jacob Bosniak 
in his Ocean Parkway Jewish Center Messen- 
ger, Brooklyn—Now that Israel has been recog- 
nized by 53 governments, that it has been ac- 
cepted as a full fledged member in the family 
of nations; now that the sovereign people of 
Israel sends its Ambassadors, Ministers and 
Consuls to all the capitals of the world—street- 
begging or subway-soliciting by all kinds of 
women and children, is, to say the least, out of 
place. 

I confess that I felt uncomfortable the other 
day when a number of boys “invaded” a sub- 
way car through its three doors, and after one 
of them said his piece which had for its re 
frain “help the unfortunate D.P. children,” 
collected in white and blue boxes a few pennies 
from the small number of passengers who re- 
sponded. 

Are we still a people of beggars? It is not 


‘time for us to hearken to the words of the 


Prophet Zacharia, Hoseeru habegadim hatzoim, 
“Remove the soiled garments,” and dress up 


“~ the attire befitting a sovereign people, whose 


voice is heard in the Council of the Nations? 


I do not know who sponsored that particular 
collection “to help save the D.P. children.” It 
is to be assumed, however, that the collected 
pennies went to the U.J.A., the fund which asks 
of American Jewry a quarter of a billion dok 
lars. Is this one of its adopted methods for 
raising that huge amount? 


It is said that the children’s street collection 
brings in a very considerable amount to the 
Jewish National Fund every year. It was also 
claimed that it had an educational value for the 
children as well as for the adults whom they 
stopped on the sidewalk for a few pennies. 
But times have changed. More dignified meth 
ods sheculd be devised by our fund raising 
agencies. Street-begging should be stopped, if 
necessary through the Police Department. Be 
sides the fact that it is degrading to the Jewish 
people, it may degenerate to a racket on the 
part of unscrupulous individuals.

@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

You are entitled to your edit- 
orial opinions and to wage any 
kind of an editorial campaign you 
may want to make upon the basis 
of them. This journalistic truism 
implies a fair and well balanced 
treatment in your news column 
of the facts in any situation about 
which you editorialize and respect 
for those facts in your editorial 
treatment. 

Assuming: for the sake of argu- 
ment, that The Post does give 
balanced and accurate coverage 
in its news columns, aren’t you 
stretching the facts beyond break- 
ing point in your editorial for 
July 15 entitled “Council’s Work 
Done for It’? Because the edi- 
torial is so out of focus with the 
facts, I am writing to set your 
readers straight about a few of 
them. 

You persist in saying that with 
the establishment of the “Jewish 
(sic) State” the “main reason for 
the Council’s existence had thus 
been buried by history.” 

You know that opposition to 
the “Jewish” State was never our 
main reason for existence. You 
know that what we have always 
been concerned with as “our 
main reason for existence” is 
“Jewish” nationalism. You know 
that we believed that the “Jew- 
ish” state would be used as an 
instrumentality to increase and 
intensify “Jewish” nationalism. 
You know how correct our ap- 
praisal of that development has 
proven to be in the year and a 
half that the “Jewish” State has 
existed. 

You know as well as I that Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann, at the last 
Zionist Organization of America 
convention said, “The revolution- 
ary career of Zionism is by no 
means over—it has only begun.” 

You know that Daniel Frisch, 
new president of the ZOA has 
said, “Our task has not ended 
with the birth of the Jewish 
State, it has bat begun.” 

What is all this revolution and 
this task that has “just begun.”? 

Again, you know, Mr. Frisch 
clarified what the ZOA has in 
mind. “General Zionism,” said 
Mr, Frisch, “conceives it to be its 
responsibility .. . to exoke every 
latent creative force in Diaspora 
Jéwry and to rally it to the sup- 
port of Israel.” 

This is the official leadership 
ef the most powerful Zionist in- 
Strumentality, outside of ‘the 
State of Israel itself, in the world 
today that is speaking. 

You know also that the Rifkind 
Committee which attempted to 
Plot the future course of World 
and American Zionism, rejected 
any idea of dissolving the Zionist 
Movement and replacing it with 
a “Friends of Israel Society.” 
Why?” Because sentiment and 
friendship for Israel of Jews of 
ether countries is not enough. 


Because Zionism is committed. in- 
herently and irrevocably to “Jew- 
ish” nationalism — everywhere. 
Because “Jewish” nationalism is 
what Zionism IS. Because it al- 
ways has been that—and always 
will be. 

Because it conceives of all Jews 
—EVERYWHERE—to be mem- 
bers of a “collective Jewish na- 
tion which has its center in the 
State of Israel,” to quote Daniel 
Frisch again. 

You yourself, in your editorial, 
fall prey to this “Jewish” na- 
tionalism when you _ refer to 
Israel, as Frisch does, as a “Jew- 
ish State.” 

And you are not alone in that 
fault which, in-itself, by constant 
repetition must identify Ameri- 
cans who are Jews with the na- 
tionality and nattionalism of a 
foreign State and must also im- 
pose upon that foreign State the 
connotations that its whole struc- 


ture is somehow intermingled 
with one, particular religion. 


Eiither or both results from this 
practice is an anomaly in the 
modern world, for they combine 
religion and nationality in some 
formula. 

I could extend this list and 
evaluation. No one but the Coun- 
cil has raised a voice against the 
introduction of Israeli national 
symbols into the religious ob- 
servances of Americans of Jew- 
ish faith. No one but the Council 
has publicly objected to and dis- 
sented from the use of Hahtikvah 
as part of “Jewish” ceremonial- 
ism here. Similarly, no one but 
the Council has publicly acted 
with regard to the widespread 
display of the Israeli flag as part 
of “Jewish ceremonialism. 

No one but the Council lifts 
a voice, a protest against efforts 
to indoctrinate our children in 
“religious” schools with a sense 
of NATIONAL attachment to 
Israel. 

No one but the Council at- 
tempts to awaken American Jews 
to the dangers in the deliberate 
and diabolic equating of Zionism 
(Israeli nationalism) with Juda- 
ism; a practice indulged in even 
by Mr. Sharett, the Israeli Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. 

No one but the Council lifts a 
voice of protest and warning 
against the intermingling of 
“philanthropic” funds with funds 
for purposes that should be the 
proper functions of the Israeli 
treasury, through the United 
Jewish Appeal. 

One swallow does not make a 
summer, Mr. Editor. The Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism is de- 
lighted that against the enorm- 
ous, organizational power of the 
ZOA, a single newspaper in De- 
troit has protested the recruit- 
ment of American youth as pio- 
neers for Israel. We rejoice even 
more that some other organiza- 





tions are worried at a conflict of 
national interests between Ameri- 
can nationalism and “Jewish” na- 
tionalism. 

But one newspaper and scat- 
tered amounts of “worry” are 
hardly reason for the dissolution

ALL OF HISTORY'S HITLERS, SAYS SHE 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Several weeks ago Helen Cohen 
in her “Woman’s Viewpoint” quo- 
ted Dr. Trude Rosmarin as giving 
the reason for the dispersion and 
the subsequent persecution which 
our people has undergone as be- 
ing due to its wrongdoings, such 
wrongdoings excusable in other 
peoples, but not in “The Chosen 
People.” Now with the murder 
of six million Jews as a final pay- 
ment on this “debt of guilt,” Is- 
rael has been redeemed. Thus she 
calculates in the face of countless 
Jews in European and Arabic 
countries who live in constant 
fear for their lives. 

I believe Dr. Rosmarin’s conten- 
tion is based not only on her in- 
terpretation of the 40th chapter 
of Isaiah, but also on the phrase, 
“Whom God loves, He chastises,” 
in which God is pictured as a lov- 
ing Father. Even mortal fathers 
with sincere intentions make the 
punishment..of their children as 
severe as their misdeeds merit. 
Even mortal civilization, both an- 
cient (ours included) and modern, 
in their legal codes have inculca- 
ted the principle that the punish- 
ment should fit the crime.

BOOK BY NON-JEW ON KASHRUT 
FOR NON-JEWS ADEQUATE JOB 


Religion, Diet and Health of Jews, by J. Ida Jig. 
getts, 125 pages, Bloch, $2.75.

rom the apparent purpose and 

viewpoint of this book, it 
serves its function adequately. 
Intended primarily to assist Gen- 
tile socialworkers in their deal- 
ings with Jews who adhere to 
the laws and ordinances of our 
religion, especially those of kash- 
ruth, it presents a succint outline 
of dietary regulations, following 
this with a sketchier inquiry into 
the practicability of a wellbal- 
anced diet within these restric- 
tions. 

Since the book 
is addressed to 
Gentiles any ev- 
alution of it on 
its own ground 
can only admit 
that there is 
room and need 
for a statement 
and_sinterpreta- 
tion of our cus- 


toms to the general public, Whe- 
ther any statement would lessen 
the tension and hostilities en- 
joyed by the Christian world is 


dubious; but if at best it does 
no good, at worst it can do no 
harm, and the author is not only 
aware of, but has incorporated 
into her text the assertion that 
“one Jewish educator has said 
that if the rules of kashruth 
contributes to good health, the 
contribution is irrelevant and in- 
cidental.” 

Too often the precepts of Jud- 
aism are offered to the world 
as purely materialistic, functional, 
opportunistic regulations design- 
ed to meet mundane contigencies 
rather than as holy laws issued 
to mark and emphasize our pe- 
culiar position. Still looking at 
“Religion, Diet and Health of 
Jews” from within the frame- 
work of the author’s intention, 
it would seem that the second or 
practical half of her book falls 
short of the first. Still, it is a 
meritorious endeavor, and if it 
does nothing else, might form 
a basis for individual casework- 
ers to elaborate out of their day 
to day experience once they have

that if they admit their Jewish re- 
sponsibilities to the extent of ac- 
cepting some obligations in Jew- 
ish communal life, they must go 
all the way. 


They must learn, Reconstruc- 
tionist theory held, that they are 
members of the community, not 
of a temple, or a frater- 
nal organization, or a 
Zionist group. They 
must also learn that 
their first loyalty must 
be to the community and not to 
any one of its elements. 

The price for the failure of 
most Jews, first to participate in 
running their Jewish affairs, and 
second — after deciding they 
should—to realize their first obli- 
gations to the welfare of the 
whole Jewish community, is writ 
large in U.S. Jewish life. 

PJC First Test 

The Pasadena Jewish communi- 
ty (PJC) is the first concrete ef- 
fort to test those theories. The 
PJC, in the form of a non-profit 
corporation, is the instrument 
chosen by a majority of Pasa- 
dena’s 500 Jewish families, to 
provide them with the Jewish 
needs they want satisfied. 

Some 300 of those 500 families 
are members. To become a mem- 
ber, a Pasadena Jew need merely 
signify his public readiness to 
identify himself as a Jew and to 
pay a nominal fee. 

What He Gets 

For that, he has access to all 
the institutions of a typical com- 
munity, which includes a temple, 
hursery school, a center, sports 
facilities, and so on. 

Pasadena Jews know that the 
PJC is both efficient and econom- 
ical. In the short year of its ex- 
istence, there is evidence that the 
structure and the _ philosophy 
tend to promote active participa- 
tion by Jews in their communal 
affairs, A lively spirit of democ- 
racy is present in the workings of 
the PJC. There is a minimum of 
duplication of effort, of bickering 
over yichis in Pasadena. 

It may be presumed, however, 
that all of this could have been 
achieved without the organic 
structure, though the American 
Jewish scene is hardly conducive 
to optimism on that score. 

Clearly, if these gains are to 
be preserved, Pasadena Jews 
must learn to think of them-

munity first, and as members of

“Psychologically, the major 


revolution lay in getting people 


‘to stop thinking in terms of phy- 


sical structures and institutions 
and to begin thinking instead in 
terms of an organization of peo- 
ple,” he explains. 

“Logically it is incorrect to 
speak of temple members or cen- 
ter members,” he added. “One 
cannot belong to a building and 
yet people consistently think of 
loyalty to a building or to the 
group of Jews who own the build- 
ing.” 

It was his first task to popular- 
ize the concept that one does not 
belong to a temple or a ZOA dis- 
trict, ‘but that you belong to a 
community of Jews who engage 
in a wide variety of activities and 
who may own a center or a tem- 
ple or a swimming pool.’ 

He said that once this idea of 
community was planted, “we 
were able to move. Our concep- 
tion is a Jewish community an- 
alagous to the general commun- 
ity except that ours by defini- 
tion is founded on a religious 
and not political, or ethnic or 
national base.”

Not That Way 

But Rabbi Vorspan_ sees the 
problem of such conflicts from a 
totally different angle. The PJC 
is anxious to develop community- 
mindedness “but not at the ex- 
pense of organizational-minded- 
ness. If we kill our organiza- 
tions, we will lose a very strong 
source of our power. 

“For instance, in getting man- 
power for our welfare fund drive, 
it is easy to go to a strong B'nai 
B’rith lodge and ask them to pro- 
vide the manpower for the drive 
and we do it.” 

This is obviously a case of 
stressing organization, rather 
than community, but theory or 
not, Rabbi Vorspan feels that this 
approach ties in with the com- 
munity concept, rather than con- 
flict with it. 

Nevertheless, there is grow- 
ing evidence that Pasadena 
Jews are tending to think in 
terms of the overall communi- 
ty. 

“The leaders of the organiza- 
tions are very definitely commun- 
ity-minded,” the young rabbi re- 
ports. “The followers will become 
more and more so as time goes 
on.”

Future of Pasadena Organic Community 
Depends on Building Fresh Jewish Loyalties 


ASADENA, ‘Calif—'Thanks to the alert publicity sense of the promoters of the idea of a Jewish 
most Jewishly-literate Jews have some notion of what it’s all about. 

For years the Reconstructionists, led by Dr. Mordecai M. Kaplan, have been expounding the idea 
that organized Jewish life in America is undemocratic, inefficient and ripped by rivalries for power and 


working out in practical terms.

“This feeling of belonging to a 
total communiity and not just to 
a congregation or lodge or organ- 
ization is, I think, the vital dif- 
ference between our community 
and all those which are not so 
constituted,” the rabbi said. 

The feeling extends into that 
most delicate of issues in any 
Jewish community—the antagon- 
ism of sects in Judaism and the 
harsh debates evoked by the fact 
that Jews have varying views on 
what constitutes observance of 
Jewish law. 

The PJC is cast in a religious 
framework and the issue of ap- 
ppropriate respect for Jewish tra- 
dition in Jewish communal activi- 
ties bulk large. But the non-relig- 
ious Jews have no complaint 
about dietary laws at the center, 
Sabbath observance in the build- 
ing and so on. 

They Come for Both 

The 25 Orthodox-minded Jews 
who come to services on Satur- 
day morning also attend the Fri- 
day night services and do not 
seem to suffer unduly because 
of the choir and the organ of the 
Conservative service. 

Rabbi Vorspan said he is con- 
vinced that where a religious 
service is honestly believed to 
be a community function, most 
Orthodox and Reform Jews will 
willingly compromise. 

“The Reformed wear hats and 
the Orthodox listen to the organ 
and both know these concessions 
are necessary for a united serv- 
ice.” 

One of the most impressive 
demonstrations of community- 
mindedness lies in the member- 
ship campaign program, 

The efforts to get a maximum 
of Pasadena Jews enrolled in the 
PJC has evolved as one of the 
tasks of the individual Jewish or- 
ganizations. 

It is the organizations which 
handle the task of enrolling mem- 
bers in the PJC, putting aside, if 
only temporarily, their own pas- 
sionate hunt for members which 
is certainly one of the most aec- 
tive phases of Jewish organiza- 
tional activity. 

And it is the leaders of the or- 
ganizations who go about per 
suading Pasadena Jews that 
membership in those very same 
organizations does not fulfill a 
Jew’s responsibility to his Jewish 
community. 


Spokesman Hints ZOA May Fight 
CJFWF Bid for Voice in UJA

W YORK-A broad hint that the Zionist Organization’ ‘of 


ion of 


America may open a fight on efforts by the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds to win a larger voice in United Jewish 
Appeal policies was presented this week by an unofficial spokes- 


man for the ZOA. 

The possibility was raised in the 
current issue of the Weekly Zion- 
ist Newsletter, which is edited by 
Dr. S. Margoshes, a member of 
the ZOA national administrative 
council and supporter of Presi- 
dent Daniel Frisch. 


The newsletter, which was es- 
tablished in the midst of Frisch’s 
fight for pre-convention endorse 
ments this spring, has served in 
the past as a medium for ZOA 
trial balloons. 

It was in one of the newsletters 
that Frisch indicated, shortly af- 
ter his election, that he had no 
intention of accepting the Rif- 
kind report on ZOA reorientation 
as binding on his administration 
in any way, and that he would de- 
velop his own program. 

The current issue of the news- 
letter welcomed the report from 
Israel last week that the United 
Palestine Appeal and the Joint 
Distribution Committee had 
reached preliminary agreement 
on a UJA campaign for 1950. 

News Is Welcome 

“This is welcome news, since 
it seems to insure an uninterrup- 
ted flow of funds to Israel for 
construction of the new State and 
to the Jewish communities in 
Europe, the Arab countries and 
elsewhere for purposes of relief 
and rehabilitation,” the newslet- 
ter said. 

It also noted the announcement 
from Henry Montor, the execu- 
tive director of this year’s UJA 
drive, that the current UJA drive 
is expected to net $120,000,000 and 
that it has already taken in $75,- 
000,000. 

“To put it very mildiy, the fig 
ures are disappointing,” the news- 
letter said, in the first comment 
by any ZOA spokesman on the 
1949 campaign. Frisch maintained 
silence during the year-long strug- 
gle of enemies of the former ZOA 
administration to wrest control of 
the United Palestine Appeal from 
the ZOA. 

“It has been widely known, or 
rather surmised, that the UJA 
was not meeting its full quotas,” 
the newsletter added. “But few 
had an idea that the sum was 
quite so inadequate. Even with 
a few summer and fall months to 
go before the campaign comes 
to an end, $75,000,000 is a far cry 
from the original goal of $250,- 
000,000.” 

The newsletter then turned to 
efforts of the CJFWF, represent- 
ing the American Jewish com- 
munity’s 265 federations and wel 
fare funds, to win a larger voice 
in determination of UJA policies. 

“It is a fact that the Welfare 
Funds are now insisteing on a 
role in the forthcoming delibera- 
tions between the UPA and the 
JDC on next year’s UJA cam- 
paign,” the newsletter said 


“Which means that the Welfare 
Funds want a voice—a deciding 
voice—on the 1950 campaign ar- 
rangements.” 

The newsweekly noted argu- 
ments of CJFWF leaders that 
fund-raising. organizations in the 
U.S. spent more than $8,000,000 
on fund-raising promotion alone 
and that huge Savings could be af- 


fected in this area by a unified 
fund effort. 


“Another point made by these 
CJFWF spokesrnan is that they 
would be able to cope with the 
vexing problem of multiple cam- 
paigns,” the newsletter noted. 
“There are, by their figures, about 
100 small campaigns taking in a 
total of 60,000,000 per year.” 

“A central fund-raising au- 
thority in the U.S. Jewish con 
‘munity would do a world of 
00d by way of elimination of 
waste and the ending of unau- 
thorized, not to say swindling 
campaigns,” the newsletter 
agreed 

“But one cannot help wonder 
ing if such authority would not de 
more harm than good, if unre. 
strained by democratic controls, 
To have power over the budgets 
of Jewish organizations is to have 
power over Jewish life itself— 
and that can never be permitted 
without due democratic process.” 

The letter credited the federa- 
tions and welfare funds with do- 
ing a “fine job” over the years 
“but democracy certainly has 
never been one of their shining 
qualities. Neither their compos- 
ition nor their workings have 
been models of democractic or- 
ganization.” 

“Such control of Jewish bud- 
gets and communal life by well 
meaning but too-potverful indivi- 
duals—benevolent despots, one 
might call them—runs counter to 
the traditions and ideals of Zion 
ism.” 


“The Zionists here in America, 
and particularly the ZOA, have 
combatted many a move of the 
Welfare Funds to seize the reins 
of Jewish life,” the letter said. 

“The Zionists of America have 
taken no, definite stand as yet,” 
the newsletter concluded. “There 
has been no move to counteract 
the will-to-power of the Big Don- 
ors, but the decision of the Zion- 
ists on this most crucial problem 
in American Jewish community 
life cannot be long delayed.”

Two of the congregations hope to have their com- 
plete new structures opened for the High Holy Days. 
One of these is Temple Emanu El, Reform con- 
gregation organized in 1944 and directed by Rabbi 
Robert I Kahn. The congregation has approved 
extreme contemporary design and natural finish 
brick combined with wood and stone trim for its 
new home, which is located on a seven-acre tract. 
Now under construction at a cost of $750,000, the

The congregation, since its organization, has wor- 
shipped in a Presbyterian church, which seats 500,

The extreme modern design of Temple Emanu El 
is characterized by extensive use of glass in the 
building, which provides whole walls of glass. The 
congregation has a membership of 700 families. 

By far the most elaborate synagogue being built is 
that of Congregation Beth Yeshurun, the Conserva- 
tive group formed in 1945 by a merger of a Conserva- 
tive and an Orthodox group. Rabbi William Malev 
is spiritual leader. 

Located on a 12-acre tract, the new plant will in- 
clude a sanctuary for 1,080 persons and an assembly 
hall seating 1,200 which also can be used for special 
occasions like the High Holy Days. Also provided 
are religious school facilities for 600 people, a chapel 
which has room for 150, kitchen,

Camden Temple Halts Own Drive 
Ai Request of Allied Appeal

AMDEN (NJP)—The only congregation willing to join a plan 
for a single drive for all Camden synagogue needs postponed its 
capital fund campaign this week to avoid possible damage to the 


Allied Jewish Appeal drive slated 


to start here soon. 


The Beth Israel synagogue joined with other Camden congrega- 


tions in discussion of a plan sug- 


“pested by the Jewish Federation 


of Camden county earlier this 
year. 

There has been no real syna- 
gogue expansion since the erec- 
tion of Beth El, the largest Con- 
servative synagogue in Camden, 
25 years ago. Immediately after 
the war, most of the synagogues 
began to study plans for expand- 
ing on existing sites or moving in- 
to larger quarters. 

The Jewish Federation, aware 
of these plans and disturbed at 
the likelihood of a half dozen in- 
dependent campaigns for synago- 
gue expansion, submitted a plan 
at a meeting of all the congrega- 
tions to conduct one drive from 
which all would meet their finan- 
cial needs. (NJP Jan, 21.). 


The Federation proposed at 


that meeting that the drive be 


held over a period of three years 
with those synagogues in most 
dire need to be aided first. 
One Drive Idea 

Federation officials believed 
that such a campaign would be 
more successful financially than 
individual drives because the to- 
tal efforts of Camden Jewry 
would be behind it. 

The Federation told the meet- 
ing it was willing to assume the 
responsibility for organizing and 


, directing such a drive. 


Committees from the various 
synagogues discussed the pro 
posal and agreed it was sound 
and had an excellent chance of 
success. But after several 
months of further discussion, 
all the synagogues except Beth 
Israel decided against partici- 
pation on grounds that their 
individual needs were desperate 


and that none could wait. 


Beth Israel is situated in the 
East Camden __ section, which 
mushroomed into the largest 


Jewish area in Camden during 
the war, leaving the synagogue 
totally unable to meet the needs 
of its fast-growing congregation. 
The building at the outset was re- 
modeled from an old_ building 
more than 25 years ago, when it 
was purchased by the few Jewish 
families then resident in East 
Camden, 
Beth Israel Makes Plans 
When the plan for a_ unified 
capital. funds drive collapsed, 
Beth Israel moved ahead with its 
fund plans, its officials unaware 
that the Allied Jewish Appeal was 
preparing to schedule its annual 
drive within a few weeks. 
Architectural plans had been 
drawn and the drive set up when 
Beth Israel received a request 
from the Federation to postpone 
its campaign until the Allied 
Jewish Appeal drive is_ over. 
Beth Israel agreed and in _ re- 
sponse, the Federation promised 
to help when Beth Israel opens 
its fund campaign later this fall. 
The Beth Israel synagogue is 
an out-moded building with inad- 
equate facilities for a Hebrew 
school. The building houses some 
100 pupils and recently, a fire 
exit was built at the request of 
the parents. Three years ago the 
Men’s Club raised enough money 
to buy a lot for a new synagogue. 
Last June, Beth El held a cor- 
nerstone laying ceremony for 
its new 10-room building adjacent 
to the synagogue. Beth El has the 
largest religious school in South 
Jersey with a registration of aul 


most 200 pupils. The new school 
is slated for an early early fall 
opening. Funds were obtained 
through a campaign that started 
about 2% years ago. 

The Sons of Israel Synagogue, 
largest and oldest Orthodox con- 
gregation in South Jersey, has 
announced plans to break ground 
for a new building next month. 

Having recently celebrated its 
50th anniversary, the synagogue 
is now located in 2 neighborhood 
which is almost entirely Negro. 

The new Sons of Israel synago- 
gue will be located in the Park- 
side area some 500 feet from 
Beth El. The Sons of Israel cam- 
paign has been running almost as 
long as Beth El’s and is nearly 
completed. 


Knesset Walks Out

TEL AVIV (JTA)—A majority

Eliashar urged the dispatch of special teams 
from Israel to the North African communities 
to prepare prospective immigrants for life in 
the new state.
